| OTTAWA, Sept. 21.—-Sir Robert 
| Borden is steadily improving, but it

| place in parliament for several days. 
|} It is possible that he will be able to 
be out before the end of the present 
week. Pending the return of the 
prime minister to the house, the house 
will devote its time to resolutions of 
private members and few government 
bills still on the order paper. The 
speciat committees named to deal with 
the bill relating to soldiers’ civil .re- 
establishment, will hold Its first bust- 
ness sitting on Monday evening. It has 
back the permission of the house 


to sit when parliament is in session 
and, in view of the anticipated brevity 
| of the session, will rush its work. A 
definite decision as to the hearing ot 
the evidence in regard to gratuities 
will probably be reached when the 
committes meets Monday night. Ap- 
parently there is still indecision as to 
the bringing down of the civil service 
classification but a definite announce- 
ment will be forthcoming soon. The 
prohibition legislation has not yet 
come down. So far as can be learned, 
it will follow the lines of the legisla- 
tlon which was killed by the senate 
at the regular session and which ex- 
tended the war-time prohibition ord- 
er-in-council for a period of one year, 
Money votes still to be brought down 
Include sums for the relief of tho far 
mers in the drought areas of the west- 
ern provinces, and the amount neces- 
sary to cover the cost of the session. 


ATTY. GENERAL 
ON STRIKES OF 
POLICEMEN 


Declares Police Are in Entirely 
Different Position from Ordi- 
nary Workmen 


Hon. J. R. Boyle in addressing the 
police convention in Calgary a few 
days ago, called attention to the po- 
sition in our scheme of democracy 
occupied by the police, dominion, pro- 
vincial and municipal. He pointed out 
that even in a democracy like ours 
where the government rules by con- 
sent of the governed, there was al- 
ways a small but very dangerous min- 
ority who were determined to break 
all the laws, rules and regulations 
fixed by the various governments to 
maintain a well ordered state of so- 
ciety. We have tn this country the 
minimum of coercion and do not 
maintain a standing army for the pur- 
pose of maintaining order, but rely 
entirely for the protection of life and 
property upon the police The police, 
therefore, are not employees of cap!- 
tal but are the trusted officials of the 
whole people and should not be con- 
cerned in sectional or class contro- 
versies. The difference in a demo- 
cratic country between orderly dem- 
ceracy and anarchy !s never very 
| great and the police alone stand be- 
tween orderly democracy and anarchy 
|The police being trusted officers of 
the state representing the genera! pub- 
|} Me, have no more right to abandon 
their duty than would a ship's crew 
to mutiny on the high seas or an army 
to mutiny in time of war. | 

Mr. Boyle pointed out that it was, 
the undoubted right of the ordinary 
workman, if dissatisfied with his em- 
{ ployment, to quit that employment 
either as an individual or in concert} 
with others. That in many tases {s 
the only remedy, but the police are 
/in an entirely different position. They 
are officers of the law, guardians of 
the peace, entrusted by the public 
with a high responsibility of protect- 
ing life and property and to abandon 
their posts and leave the people at 
the mercy of the criminal classes Is 
nothing short of a crime and tn his 
opinion the time will come when the 
dominion government will amend the} 
criminal code making it a erime. 

Mr. Boyle pointed out that It was 
the duty of the head of every police 
force, whether municipal, provincial 
or dominion, to represent to his par- 
ticular government the claims of the 
men with regard to wages and work- 
ing conditions, and tn the majority of | 
cases it would be found that the au- 
thorities would be willing to see that| 
the police force {s fairly and properly 
treated and if any head of the police 
force should fall to get proper con- 
sideration for the members of the 
force, the members have a_ perfect 
right to appeal to the public, which fs 
the highest and last court of resort in 
a matter of that kind, and they would 
find that the public are not inclined 
to be niggardly or ungenerous in their 
treatment of men holding such a res- 
ponstble position as do the police tn

More than 
2.000 steel workers and sympathizers 
gathered near the southern Imits of 


the city when a squad of McKeesport | 
police charged them. About 3,000 em- | 


ployees at McKeesport have been 
made deputy sheriffs to protect com- 
pany property, it was stated. 

The steel plants in and about Mc- 
Keesport employ approximately 18,- 
000 workmen. All plants are under 
heavy guard, 

Although ‘the call 
made the strike effective tomorrow 
morning, reports showed that steel 
companies in the Pittsburg district, at 
have already felt the effect of 
the summons. The skeleton Sunday 
day shifts in many plants were not as 
complete as under normal conditions 
and union leaders said that a large 
number of men had decided not to 
report tonight. 

On Great Lakes. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—It was said 
on Saturday at the office of Lake Sea- 
men’s union, that more than 21,000 
members employed on the great lakes 
would go on strike Monday in sym- 
pathy with steel workers. It was said 
a strike call was momentarily awaited 
from the national headquarters in 
Buffalo.

LONDON, Sept. 21.—In a forecast 
of the coming reconstru@tion of the 
ministry, the Sunday Times says that 
Premier Lloyd George has decided to 
offer another olive branch to Ireland, 
“recognizing, as does Bonar Law, that 
resolute government has been carried 
to the furthest extent possible and 
that Ireland cannot indefinitely be 
kept under military occupation.” 

The correspondent, commenting on 
the fact that James Ian MacPherson, 
chief secretary of Ireland, did not ac- 
company Viscount French, lord lieu- 
tenant and governor-general of Ire- 
land, in his visit to London for the 
week-end to discuss the situation, says 
there {s a suspicion that indisposition, 
which is given as the reason for his 
absence, may be the prelude to Mac- 
Phersen's resignation. 

“He, (MacPherson) has so ifdent{- 
fied himself with the policy of strong 
repression,” the correspondent says, in 
this connection, “that any reversion to 
conciliation must involve his retire- 
ment.” 

The Changes. 

The Times says the premier has 
sounded certein labor leaders on the 
subject of co-eperation, but they have 
definitely declined, “hence,” it adda, 
“the ministerial «hanges probably will 
be few." 

Viscount Rothermere, who is a zeal- 
ous economist, according to the Timea, 
will probably be appointed secretary 
of war, while Colonel Winston Spen- 
eer Churchill, the present secretary of 
war, will go to the celontial office, as 
Viscount Milner, who holds that of- 
fice, {9 anxious to retire.
